co nsists o f the anno uncement o f a price 
revelatio n o r any o ther incident o f pur­ 
chase and buy , o r whether it amo unts to 
anno uncement o f a sweeping, far-reach­ 
ing campaign, po licy o r mo vement. 
The analo gy between the news article 
and the news advertisement can be car­ 
ried farther. 
Bo th stand o r fall largely 
o n ho w they are prepared. 
A lamely 
written article will no t be read widely no 
matter what its subject may be, and po o r 
co py will defeat the best co nceived ad­ 
vertising play .

The company obtained permission

that high ceilings and much unused 
sp ace above the liens are among the 
most common causes of low win­ 
ter egg p roduction. 
Hen houses 
are warmed w’itli heat p roduced by 
the hens, and if too much unused 
sp ace must be warmed, it uses up 
hen energy which otherw’ise might 
be used in p roducing eggs. 
This 
trouble is most easily remedied by 
building a straw loft in the hen 
house at a height of about six feet 
above the floor. 
Besides making the house easier 
to heat, the straw loft absorbs 
moisture and help s to solve the 
ventilation p roblem. 
Simp ly nail 
boards or p oles at the right height 
and cover them with at least two 
feet of straw. Burlap p ed or slatted 
windows should be left in each 
gable near the p eak to carry off 
the moist air, or regular ventilating 
heads can be installed on top if 
desired. 
Plenty of fresh air will 
usually 
enter 
through 
cracks, 
around windows and doors, and 
around the outer edges of the straw, 
loft.

J. Sullivan of Minnesota State Pen­ 
itentiary at Stillwater, Minn., to 
the rep ort of the State Survey Com­ 
mission. 
The 
first 
recommendation 
by 
Warden Sullivan, one of the ex ­ 
p erts emp loy ed by the survey com­ 
mission 
to 
Investig ate 
p enal 
In­ 
stitutions, would do much 
to make 
for better morals in the p rison and 
also relieve cong estion, it is p oint­ 
ed out. 
The second p rop osal of a 
state aid fund for indig ent families 
cf convicts also is hig hly desirable 
in these modern times ,say s the 
rep ort. 
“There are many men confined 
in the Missouri p enitentiary ,” say s 
the rep ort sp eaking of the need for 
a new p arole p olicy ,” who have 
reached the stag e where they should 
be released under sup ervision. The 
adop tion of a p arole sy stem such 
as is used in Minnesota and some 
ether states 
would 
enable these 
men to g o into the world ag ain and 
establish themselves. 
“Every man, with the ex cep tion 
of 
those 
serving 
life 
sentences 
should have the p rivileg e of ap p ly 
ing for p arole after a certain p erioc 
of their sentences had been served 
AVhen a p arole is authorized, work 
must be located for the men and 
not until It is located should they 
be released. 
This sy stem woulc 
make it necessary to have severa 
state p arole ag ents to sup ervise the 
men on p arole, make Investig ations 
relative to families, cases, etc. 
“The board of p arole could be 
comp osed of three members. 
In 
Minnesota the oldest member o 
the board of control of p enal In 
stitutions is chairman of the p arole 
board and receives no additiona 
salary . 
The heads of the various 
institutions act as secretaries and 
have on« vote on cases p ertaining 
to their own Institutions. 
The 
third is « citizen of g ood rep ute 
ap p ointed by the g overnor.” 
Sp eaking of the advisability o 
the state 
aiding dep endent fam 
ilies of p enal institution Inmates 
the rep ort say s: 
“There should be a fund to aid 
the dep endents of confined men 
The state should coop erate with 
county charitable org anizations anc 
a budg et made up for the dep end 
ent family . Then the county should 
contribute a stip ulated p ortion o 
the budg et and the state contribute 
the balance from the fund. 
This is 
rather an ex p ensive p rocedure, but 
it Is a g ood Investment for the 
state. 
It is the means of saving 
our future citizens as well as p res 
ent ones. 
“Not only to the dep endents bu 
to the man himself Is such help i 
God-send. 
The man who serves his 
time, knowing that his family is 
being help ed, leaves p rison a much 
better man and with much better 
p rosp ects of becoming a g ood cit 
zen than the man who serves his 
time, knowing his children have 
been denied the necessities of life
